HOW  TO  REACH  BAGATELLE  NURSERY 

On  the  Jericho  Turnpike  turn  south  at  the  Dew  Drop  Inn  and  fol¬ 
low  the  Bagatelle  Nursery  signs.  From  the  Merrick  Road  turn  into  Deer 
Park  Avenue  at  Babylon,  proceed  about  2  miles  beyond  Deer  Park  rail¬ 
road  station  and  follow  the  road  indicated  by  our  sign.  Via  the  Motor 
Parkway  turn  left  at  our  sign  41/2  niiles  beyond  the  Huntington  toll-gate. 

By  train  the  Bagatelle  Nursery  can  be  reached  from  three  stations: 
Huntington,  Wyandanch  and  Babylon.  We  will  be  glad  to  call  for  visitors 
at  any  of  these  stations  if  notified  in  advance  of  the  hour  of  arrival. 
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
